W Asuineton, August 15.—When the crim- | 
ipel court met this morning, Mr. Carpenter, | 


of the counsel for tne defense, continued his 
address to the jury. ‘He explained briefly the 
meaning of the term ‘‘expedition’’ as applied 
to the star routes, declaring that thé law pro- 
when a route was expedited

that the government should have put on an 
expedition at lower rates. It was insisted 
that there had been great extravagance in re- 
gard to the expedition of the route. The de- 
fense offered to prove that there had been no 
extravagance, but the prosecution objected 
and the court had sustained the objection. 
Mr. Carpenter then proceedei to take up in 
detail the routes in regard to which fraud is 
charged, ass-rting the impo:tance of the ex- 
edited service, and attempting to prove that 
importance by a reference to the geographical 
position and geological formation of the terri- 
tory in which the service was to be eee: 
This detaifed review of the several routes oc- 
cupied the most of the afternoon, and at 3 
o'clock the court adjourned. Judge Carpen- 
ter will conclude his argument to-morrow. 
WHY SPENCER ABSENTED HIMSELF. 

A part of the curious gossip in connection 
wish the star route cases, which the otlcers 
for the government have not fully made pub- 
lic, isthe relation of ex-Senator Spencer, of 
Alabama, to the matter. Dorsey and Spencer, 
when in the senate, were intimate. When 
the government was preparing its case Spen- 
cer was about the post-office department a 
great deal, and was triendiy with Pustmaster- 
General James. It was well known that 
at one time Spencer could have © re- 
ceived from James the position of first 
assistant postmaster general, now filled 
by Frank Hatton. It is also well known that 
Spencer bad no sympathy with the starfoute 
frands.

tion of the ster route questions by the post- . 


office department, George Spencer, the attor- 
neys for the government say, told the follow- 
ing story to several persons, three of whom, 
at least, are ready to testify to it: That while 
stopping ata hotel in New York, Dorsey, a 
guest atthe same hotel, requested Spencer, 
Without giving any further details, to witness 
a certain transaction, Thereupon Dor 
sey took from his pocket a number 
of one thousand doilar” bills,  piaced 
them in an envelope, addressed it to General 
Brady, then secoud assistant postmaster yenh- 
eral, and asked Spencer to vo with him to 
another room in the same hotel—the one 
which Dorsey occupied. Upon entering, 
Dorsey placed the envelope which he carried 
in his hand, upon a table. Soon after 
Brady came in, saw the envelope ad- 
dressed to himself upon the. table, 
took it and placed it in his pocket, 
made no remarks concerning § it, ‘and 
ASKED NO QUESTIONS. 

Nor did Dorsey say anything to Spencer as 

to the nature of the transaction. Spencer's 


supposition was that, for purposes of his own, | 


Dorsey desired that Spencer should be a wit- 
ness toapayment of money. This is the 
story as the government lawyers understand 
it. They summoned Spencer, and the sam- 
mons was served. There was no expectation 
on the part of the government counsel 
that Mr. Spencer, who had been a United 
States senator, and is now a government di- 
rector of the Union Pacitic railroad,would fail 
to obey a subpeena of a United States court. 
This seemed the more improbable in view of 
the fact that Spencer had in private ex- 
pressed the opinion that the persans accused 
ef star route trauds were guilty. Mr. Spencer 
has business interests in Dakota, of which 
territory he is now a resident, and in which 
he is believed to have political ambition. He 
ywas in Washington along time during the 
trial, and, after waiting some weeks to be 
called to the stand, said that he could wait no 
longer, and went west. The government off- 
ers have been able to find 
NO TRACE OF HIM 
Notwithstanding a bench warrant has been in 
the hanes of the officers for some weeks. The 
last heard of him was ata small place in 
northwestern Minnesota, The opinions which 
the government ofticers privately express as 
to the causes of Mr. Spencers absence do not 
retlect favorably upon that gentleman. If 
Mr. Spencer could havg been put upon the 
stand the government would have been able 
to corroborate this story by creditable wit- 
nesses to Whom Spencer told it before the star 
route indictments were found. But, of course, 
the testimony of these otber witnesses being 
secondary, coull not be admitted. Theatten- 
‘tion of the presdent, who appointed Spencer 
Union Pacific caumissioner, will be called to 
his extraordinary conduct.

HOAR DEFENDS HIS VOTE. 


And Insista That the Kiver and Narbor Bil Was 
Good Policy. 

Worcester, Mass., August 15.—Senator Hoar 
has written a letter to the people of Massachu- 
setts, in which he, at considerable length, 
gives his reasons for voting for the 
river and harbor bill, and his views 
on internal inprovements. The senator as- 
serts thatif-he and his associates erred in 
their views upon the river and harbor bill, 
it was with the sincerest desire to do right, 
and without the smallest motive to do 
wrong. Affirming that he considered his 
duty to the state and the country required of 
him to vote as he did, Mr. Hoar proceeds to 
argue with regard to the national, rather than 
the local character and importance of the 
river and harbor bill, and says 
the president did not point out 
any item which he thought of 
local interest only, and did not point out any 
instance in which he thought the bill uncon- 
stitutional. He did not refer us to the infor- 
mation on which he acted, that we might see 
whether it was he or we that were deceived. 
We were therefore left to our own resources, 
If the bill failed all public works of this class 
must stop. The suggestion that a general ap- 
prupriation should be made of halt of the 
sum provided in the bill, with authority to 
the president Lo expend it on such 
public works as he thought fit 
seenis to me, with due respect, tutally imad- 
miissible. It does not seem tome in accord- 
ance with sound constitutional theories to 
entrust to any executive the power of deter- 
mining what public works are for the national 
advantage. In conclusion, he says that 
whether the policy of the bill be popular in 
Massachusetts this afternoon, or this week, or 
this year, } donot know, but one thing I do 
know, itis in the line of all her traditions, 
and is sure, sooner or later, to secure her 
support.” ;

that city. The incoming train at 8- o’clock 
last night was first subjected toa regular in- 
spection. Thes ate health officer, Cochran, 
has been ordered to Pensacola to investigate 
the reports. ‘There is no excitement yet. 

BROWNSVILLE, August 15.—There were 
twelve new cases of yellow fever yesterday, 
ten Mexicans andtwo Americans. There was 
one death, that of a Mexican. There were 
six deaths in Matamoras from the fever. The 
disease is.spreading among the poor of this 
city, though it is not as malignant as at Mat- 
anioras. The weather continues cloudy. The 
mail service will be resumed to all parts of 
the couatry to-morrow. 

WASHINGTON, August 15.—Scrgeon General 
Hamilton to-day received a telegram from 
the mayor of Guivestun, Texas, asking gov- 
ernment aid in establishing a quarantine at 
that port out of the $50,000 appropriated to 
aid the local and ,state boards of health in 
suppressing epidemics. The application was 
referrea to the first comptroller of the treas- 
ury. 

DEATH IN NEW ORLEANS. 

New ORLEANS, August 15.—Malachi. Eng- 
lung, 30 years old, a native of Finland, who 
had been sent tothe charity hospital on the 
9th instant, suffering from yellow fever, died 
this evening.

NATURAL INK 


Is WHAT IS NOW BEING MINED 
NEAR MARIBTTA. 


A Cheap Fer‘ilizer—Rich Mineral Deposits—The Na- 
tional Cemetery—‘Ihirteen Thousard Graves— 
A Teun Thousasd Dollar Gate-The Fence 
Law—A Beautiful View, Etc., Etc. 


Marietra, Ga., August 14.—The country 
has 
always been noted for the richness of its min- 
eral deposits,but it seems that has never been 
turned toany advantage until of late. About 
a year ago Judge Hammett, the ordinary of 
Cobb county, being attracted by the wonder- 


| ful showing of rich deposits on the land of 


Mr. G. W. Kirk, a well-to-do farmer, with 
thatgentleman started the working of a mine 
for copper and sulphur, and has found it to 
pay well. re 

A short while since, atthe depth of about 
thirty feet, Mr. Kirk, while employed in tne 
work of blasting away the rocks, noticed col- 
lected at the bottom of the well a water of a 
very peculiar color, resembling. very much a 
rich wine and having a puckering, toyggue- 
tying taste to the mouth, evidently being very 
strongly impregnated wi.h alum and copper- | 
as. He observed the flow to be about five 
gailons per day, and noticed that the further 
down the well was dug, the more abundant | 
became the supply. : 

Being struck with the peculiarity of the 
water he brought a spegimen to Marietta, 
wheré it created quite a sensation among the 
citizens. It was tound that with the addition 
of a few drops of whatis known as “nut gall,”’ 
it became of a very black; color, and made a 
capital writing ink. 

WHAT JUDGE HAMMETT SAYS. 

A reporter of THe Constitution called on 
Judge Hammett at his fofiice yesterday after- 
noon, and found him busily engaged with the 
record book of the county. 

Telling him thatthe reporter had come to 
talk with him about his ink well, he replied 
that it was a wonderful thing, and one which 
+7 
said the judge, ‘‘we are keeping the records 
of the county with it and find it to be equal 
if notsuperior to anyinksold. You may see 
for yourself.’”” The writing was of a very | 
black, glossy. appearance, and it seemed to 
make a capital ink, 

‘We find,” continued the judge, “that it 
will not corrode at all and thatin the severest 
weather it never freezes. We found a little 
of it last year, eal costal ee was said about it, 
and during the coldest weather, when the 
thermometer was at zero, | left it out in the 
air, and it never fruze. We haven’t had i* 
analyzed yet but intend to soon.”’ : 

It is estimated that the cost of its manu- 
facture from the water is about a cent a gallon 
and a revolution in the cost of ink seems im- 
minent, if this mine turns out what it prom- 
ISeS. 

Your reporter this evening went to this 
wonderful well and was shown all throu®h 
and about it by Mr. Kirk. 

It is situated about two miles from Mariet- 
ta, in the near side of the mountain. 

‘“We were projecting for copper and sul- 
phur,” said Mr? Kirk, ‘some time during last 
year, and came across this water ’”’ 

‘What is the nature of tbe earth in which 
it is found?” the reporter asked hifh. 
A RICH FERTILIZER. 

“That's the peculiar part about it,’ he re- 
plied, *‘linyestone, I think, but whatever it is 
it is certainly very valuable, and there is an 
abundance of it—immense.beds. I noticed 
that when threw it out of the well, that all 
vegetable matter in whichit fell would im- 
mediately decay—being acted on very much 
as if by a compost, and would eat its way 
through beds of leaves. I thought that it 
would be valuable asa fertilizer, and on my 
last crop used some on my cotton. The dif- 
ference between thuse rows on which it was 
placed eould be easily seen fnpm those on 
which I had placed the common commercial] 
fertilizer.’’ 

“Then 1 bought a great deal of fertilizers, 
but have bought searcely any this year, and 
wish I had got none. I intend to use it alto- 
vether in the future. 

His corn was as fine as any we 
anywhere in the country, and 
seemed to be in perfect order, 

“But is it not very snconvenient to obtain 
large quantities of it to be used as a fer- 
tilizer?’’ 

“Notatall. It but very little barder 
than ordinary clay—about like chalk, and is 
very easily pulverized. Come down and you 
can see it.’’ 

It has the appearance of caked ashes. hav- 
ing a decidedly acrid taste, and resembling 
very much common fertilizers. There seems 
to be immense beds of it of a great thickness, 
and all are confident that there is something 
of value init. Mr. Kirk says that the water 
with the dirt is so strong that it would com- 
pletely eat up the leather of his shoes. 

AS A MEDICINE. 

‘I noticed, also,’’ he said, ‘‘that it possesses 
wonderful healing propensities. I had ane 
or two skin soreson my hand when I com- 
menced handling it, and noticed that thev 
have been completely cured. I can refer you 
to some of our best citizens who have used it 
in this manner, and have found it in every 
case to give relief, and in several wonderful > 
cures have been eflected. This is due in some 
manner, I suppose, to the amount of alum 
and other mineral matters it contains,” 

The stain it 1eaved is indellible. There is 
evidently something in it whieh should be 
found out, and which may. be of great use. 

Your reporter talked with many of the best 
citizens of the place, and all are of the opin- 
ion that there is something of worth about 
the mine. The ink is certainly wonderful! 
and of as good quality as any sold, while as a 
fertilizer, the earth around the mine promi- 
ses to be of great use, and of both there is an 
abundance. 

‘There is ene thing certain, even if neither 
would pay for working them. there is cer- 
tainly a paying investment in the copper and 
sulphur, Rich specimens of both are found, 
and the native sulphur can be seen collected 
about the works in abundance.

THE ARREST OF. HENRY GEORGE. 


en the Personal Order of Premier 
Gladsione. 

Dustin, Augnst 15.—The arrest of Hen?ty 
George is regarded here as a serious mistake 
on the part of the castle authorities, and goes 
to show more clearly than any ot.er incident 
likely tooccur the latent possibilities of the 
outrageous oppression contained in the new 
repression bill. The circumstances of the ar- 
rest were as fullows: George, who has been 
for several weeks on a corresponding tour for 
the Irish World, and_ especially’ en- 
in the investigation in the 
west of Ireland, was reakfasting in 
his hotel at Atheury, a small town about thir- 
teen miles east of Galway, when he was ap- 
proached by a &etective in plain clothes, who 
quietly informed him that he was under 
arrest and must accompany him to the near- 
est magistrate. “George demanded to know 
with what offense he was. charged, when the 
ofticer told him that his cenduct for the past 
few days had rendered him liable to arrest 
under the repression act. George, confident 
that there must be some mistake, at once gave 
his name and produced hjs papers, but with- 
out avail, as the officer was inexorable and 
insisted upon his at once going before.a mag- 
istrate. Finding remonstrance useless 
George accompanied the officer in a car 
to Loughrea, distantabout eight, where he 
was temporarily detained in the police bar- 
racks until the magistrate could be sum- 
moned. That official, on his arrival, seemed 
unwilling to incur the respousibility of com- 
mitting George without instructions from his 
superiors. He accordingly telegraphed the 
authorities at Dublin Cestle, who in turn tel- 
egraphed Trevelyan, chief secretary for Lre- 
land, at London. The latter at once laid the 
matter before the premier and was directed 
by Gladstone te telegraph an order for George’s 
instant release. Mr. Gladstone expressed his 
revret that the one man who, above allothers 
Was apparentiy the least likely to o1fend 
against the provisions of the repression act 
should have been almost the first one arrested 
under itand alluded in complimentary terms 
to George’s well-known effortsin behalf of 
peace and order. The indifference of the 
American consul here and the fact that no 
protest against the arrest of George was 
made by the American minis-er at London 
excite much unfavorable comment. George 
was arrested but once. He was made pris- 
oner at Athenry and taken before a magis- 
trate at Lougbrea, the repression act fe- 
quiring that prisoners under it be takeyg be- 
fore the nearest magistrate, who, in this €ase, 
was at Loughrea. Correspondents whv heard 
ef George aus a prisoner first at Athenry and 
subsequently at Loughrea, and were ignor- 
ant of the requirements of the law. conclu- 
ded that there were two arrests and so tele- 
graphed.

. One day last week an old gentleman from 
Atlanta visited the falls, bringing with hima 
charming daughter, just budding into woman- 
hood. The young lady soon found among the 
guests at the hotel a young gentleman from 
Atianta, who volunteered to act as her guide 
(as he knew every foot of the country) and 
show the fair visitor the sights. She thank- 
fully accepted him as an escort, and on the 
second day of her stay the couple left the 
hotel fora ramble.

It seems that they had rambled among 
the mountains, and finally yot lost just as 
nightsetin, They rambled around in quest 
ofa path as longas they could see, and then 
fearing that they might stumble over some 
precipice in the dark, decided to remain 
where they were unti!} daylight. They were 
carried back in triumph to the hotel, and 
wereethe center of attraction.

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THE LAFAYETTE LYNCHING. 


The Way the Uofortunate Wretches Met Their 
Death—The Crime for Which They Suffered. 
From the Columbus Times. 

The sun on Sunday last 


rose to view ; 


ghastly sight near the suburbs of the quiet 


little town of Latayette, Ala. Just outside 
fr)m the limbs of a black-gum tree, dangled 
the lifelegs bodies of two negroes, swinging to 
and fro with every passing breeze, their dis- 
torted features and bursting eyeballs present- 
ing a horrible spectacle to those passing that 


way to church, and drawn thither by eu- 
riosity as the report of the horrible 
tragedy gained circulation, for there 
they hung till 10 o'clock, and were 


viewed by five hundred people. It was soon 
ascertained that the bodies were those of the. 
two negroes, Bob Young and Charles Griffin, 
convicted at the last term of the Chambers 
county cireuit court of the murder of Mr. 
Willie MeCann in December last, near Tram- 
mell’s cross roads, in that county, and 
had been taken from the Lalayette jail the 
hight before by a mob. About midnight 
Saturday night, Mr. R. F. Gilder, acting dep- 
uty sheriff and jailer, was awakened by a 
hallowing at his gate. He got upin his night 
clothes und went out to the gate, to find a 
body of torty or fitty men, all on horseback. 
The spokesuian demanded of him the keys to 
the jail. To gain time for thought, he told 
them to wait until he could dress and he 
would go with them. Going intothe house he 
gave the keys to hisson a.ds:i t him out the 
back way to secrete himselr. He then dress- 
ed himself and acconrpanied the party to the 
jail, when they ordered’ him to unlock it. He 
soon convinced them, that he did not have 
the keys, and did not know where they were. 
made but nothing 
was done tohim. They then proceeded to 
break open the cell and took therefrom the 
two negroes, Young and Griffin, and made an 
effort to force the door of the cellin which 


‘was confined a negro charged with outraging 


a little white girl, but as the door was very 
secure they finally gave it up, and proceeded 
with the birds in hand to the outskirts of the 
town and the tree above mentioned. Here 
they mounted the two victims on. horseback, 
but during the preparations one of them got 
loose and would have escaped but for a well 
directed ball which lodged in his hip and 


brought him down. He was again placed 
on horse-back and a rope; attached to 
the neck of each. The ropes were then fas- 


tened to separate limbs of the tree. Every- 
thing being in readiness, each of the horses 
were given a sharp cut with switches; and as 
they sprang, forward the writhing wretches 
were left dangling in the air. The lyncbers 
are supposed to have come from the northern 
part of the county, and the coming day found 
no sign of them save the lifeless bodies and : 
trail leading off to the north. About 10 
o'clock Sunday morning the bodies were cut 
down, carried tothe court house, coffined and 
turged over totheirrelations. Noinquest was 
held. 
THE CRIME. FOR WHICH THEY SUFFERED. 

On the night of the &th of. December last 
Mr. Willie McCann, who kept a store’ in 
which he also slept, near Trammell’s cross- 
roads, some eight or ten miles north of La- 
Fayette, in Chambers county, was called up 
by the two negroes, who said they wanted to 
trade. He opened bis door and while he was 
reazhing up for some article they pointed out 
on the shelves and stated they wished to pur- 
ehase, one of them knocked him down and 
the other spramg forward as he fell and cut 
his throat from earto ear. They,then ritled 
the money drawer. The next morning a knife 
was found near the body of the unfortunate 
young man covered with blood and which 
was identified as the property of Charles Grif- 
fin, who was at once arrested. He disclaimed 
having anything to do with the murder, but 
eaid that he had: loaned his knife to Bob 
Young, another negro, and that he did the 
Ning. He also stated that Bob had given 
iim a part of the money that was stolen, and 
nat be had putit under arock about two or 
hree miies from the place. He was carried 
o the spot, and on overturning the rock the 
money was found and identified. Bob was 
aiso arrested, and both of them placed in the 
jail al Lakavette.

UNCLE J&E&MSIN THECOUNTRY. 


Cern and Co‘ton in Abundance—Ripe Peaches, Swect 
Watcrmeclons and YVellow-Legged Chickens, 
From an Occasional Correspondent. 

I have not been out of Atlanta forsix years. 
Well; on last-Thursday I boarded the West 
Point train, and by the time | got outside of 
the city limits, ] become interested -in the 
crops, and until 1 gét to Palmetto, I eyed 
closely every field of corn and cotton, and'!I 
am confident that if the cotton turns out well 
as the corn,(for that is already made) that the 
farmers wiil make ubis year msore corn and 


cotton than they have in any three years 
since the war. I noticed a field of corn 
at Red Oak station, that will 
make ihirty bushels acre and 


er 
that too on land that was avidentiy thin soil 
originally. The pea and sweet potato crop 
seemed to be in proportion to the corn and 
cotton. Fairburn seems to be building up her 
burnt district, and if she would use lime 
more liberally and inclose her court house 
with a neat fence, it would certainly add 
much to the appearance of the village. I got 
offat Palmetto, and was met there by my old 
neighbor, and our former townsman, Jeptha 
N. Langston, who drove me in his buggy to 


his hospitable home, about five miles south- 
east from Palmetto. In going to his home we 
passed through a good section of country, and 
the crops of all kind much better than they 
are from Atlanta to Palmetto; only because 
the soil is muchstronger. I never saw afield 
or a §t of corn that will produce less than 
twenty bushels per acre. Mr. Langston’s 
farm is situated in the southeast corner of 
Coweta county, only Line creek separating 
hira from Fayettee county, with Mill creek 
passing from north to south, nearly through 
the center of his farm, the twocreeks forming 
a large body of as fine bottom and second 
bottom &s any I every saw. His farm

I 
real y dv think that every man or womian in 
the city who has a friend in the country, 
that isa farmer, ought to pay that friend a 
visit, and this is a good season of the yeur to 
do so, everything is so plentiful. I have only 
been here about three days and I feel ten 
years younger. 

Mrs. Langston called up her fowis this 
morning, sud it was really a show lt» me, 
She said she had sent over 200 to Atlanta and 
sold them at an average of 25 cents, and that 
she had then over 150, from small fryiny size 
up to nearly grown.

A Sixteen-Year-Old Protracted Meetiag—The Nom!- 
nating Conveation. 
Special Cerrespondence of The Constitution, 
THomaston, August 14.—There was ho re- 
ligious service at either of the two churches 
here on yesterday, and when a crowd of 
young men started for the negro church it 
brought to mind what occurred here soon 
after the war. It was before that kindness 
which had so long been shown by the naaster 
to the slave in aute-bellum days had died out, 
In fact, it was sometime before each negro 
had received a mule and forty acres of land, 
and as they were too poor to build a church, 
the white people allowed them to hold their 
meetings in the Methodist shurch in the af- 
ternoon of each Sunday. They soon thought, 


however, that they had as much. right 
ta the church =§as the whites, un- 
til they were finally induced _ to 
build. a church for their own _ use. 


’ troops here at 
the ‘ime, and after they had thrown several 
of their colored brethren .up ina blanket, 
tied some up by their thumbs, and heard 
them hollow, etc., several of them decided to 
visit the church during a protracted meeting, 
which was then being carried on by the 
negroes, saying the negroes had occupied the 
church long enough, and that they would go 
forthe purpose of routing them out. To 
accomplish this they procured a pack of fire 
crackers and proceeded to the church, and 
after removing the steps to the church they 
took their seats in the vallery. Services were 
commenced by singing an old and familiar 
hymn:

A WEALTH-PRODUCER IN EVERY 
STAGE OF EXISTENCE.,4 


The Value of Cotton Seed in Trough and Kitchen— 
Turned into Food for Béeaste, and as an Ungeunt 
for Sardines, Made Availabie by the Ba- 
kers, the Very Thing for Fritters. 


From the Baston Herald. 

So rapid has been the increase in the use 
of cotton teed oil, even within the past six 
months, that an article giving some facts con- 
cerning this comparatively new product will 
give some light to the general reader in the 
northern states and in sections remote from 
the cotton belt. Only afew years ago, and 
especially during the days of slavery, the 
cotton was raised wholly for the fibre, and 
the seed was suffered to fall back to the earth 
and be almost wholly wasted. To-day the 
casé is aifferent. There are now about seventy 
mills in the south which buy this seed, grind 
and. press it, producing the raw oil and the 
oil-cake, from which the cotton seed meal is 
prepared. These mills worked up nearly 
200,000 tons of seed last year, taking there- 
from about 7,000,000 gallons of oil, worth in 
the neighborhood of $2,800,000, Within three 
or four vears the number of seed-oil mills 
has doubled and their product more thah 
doubled. The business is also increasing very 
rapidly. 3 

There is still a great chance for further de- 
velopment in the direction of saving the seed 
and adding to the production of cotton seed 
oj] and meal, On this subject a correspondent 
of Tut AtLanta ConstiruTion, thoroughly 
posted on the subject, recently wrote: “Let 
me show what a wastage thereis. The cotton 
crop of last year preduced over 3,00, VOU tons 
of seed. it averaging about a half ton of seed 
to every baleof cotton. Of this amount only 
about ‘one-sixteenth part Was worked Lp. 
With the remaining 2,800,000 tons of 
seed, not worked up, there were buried 
and wasted about. 98,000,000 gallons of 
oil, worth, in its crude state, at dO cents per 
gallon, $59,200,000; or in its refined state, at 
65 cents per gallon, with allowance for waste 
in refining, about $50,000,000,"" This corres- 
pondent further adds that, if the whole crop 
of-cotton seed were utilized for the oil, in- 
stead of being wasted, as formerly, or fed to 
stock in its crude state, as at the present day, 
it would add some $60,000,000 to the value. or 
the cotton crop df the country. Of course, 
the principal difficulty in carrying out this 
enterprise in @he south is the old one, the 
lack of capital with which to build the mills 
and buy the seed the first year or two. ] 

HOW THE OLL Is PRODUCED, 

The season for purchasing the seed com- 
mences e rly in September. It is Purchased 
allover the country.. If -very, remote, not 
over $8 per ton is paid; if near the mill, and 
the mill is negr to good transporting facilities, 
even as high as 315 is paid. By the Ist of Oc- 
tober the miils-are in Operauion, and run 
thréugh the seasou, that is, as long as the 
seed holdsout—frequently six ereight months, 
The first process is that of depriving. the seed 
of its coating of lint or short staple cotton 
with whichitisinceased. This lint is very 
fine and soft, and selis fora good price to 
make what is known as cotton batting. When 
the seed is stripped of the lint itis then 
crushed, te deprive it of its bulbs. These 
bulbs are burned, and_the ashes sold at 325 il 
ton as a fertilizer. The crushed seed is now 
heated in large caidrons, whence itis dumped 
steaming hotiuto great presser, which are 
screwed .down till every particle o¥ oil is 
forced from the steaming seed, and the cake 
left dry and crusty inthe press. The oil 
flows from the press as brown as molasses— 
the crude cotton-seed oil of commerce, 

But the brown and crusty cake is noc a 
waste product by any means. Formerly it 
was the custom to feed the broken cotton 
seed to stock, oil and all; latterly it has been 
discovered that the oil cake, ground into 
meal, now known as the cotton seed meal of 
commerce, is worth more as food for animals 
than before crushing and pressing. -After the 
Oilcake is removed fromthe press and-crushed 
between iron rollers or ground in millstones 
into cotton seed meal, it is sold in enormous 
quantities for animal food, The millstones 
produce the finer meai; the iron rollers the 
coarser vrades. The meal is worth, after 
grinding, about $18 per fon;a ton of cotton 
seed produces about 765 pounds of meal. To 
show the extent to which this meal is coming 
into use, it may be stated that in the New 
England states alone over 15,000 tons were 
used last year; giearly two-thirds of this 
amount being handled by one. concern, lo- 
cated in Boston. 

The principal use to which this cotton seed 
aneal is put is that of animal food, as has been 
before remarked. Dealers are’very enthu;i- 
astic overit. They claim that 100 pounds of 
cotton meal is equal to lof&pounds of 
corn meal to feed to stock. It is rieh in fat- 
producing qualities, and also increases the 
flow of milk from cows. Sheep Lurive on it. 
[tissard thataftarmerin Vermont fed over 
five car loads of cotton seed meal to a thoek of 
2.800 sheep last winter with very satisfactory 
Bat, afterall, our northern stock 
has to learn to like it, “the same as country- 
men have to learn to iike oysters,’’ the deal- 
ers say, but they soon. devour it with avidity. 
It is also claimed that the manure produced 
by animals fed upon cotton eesd meal is 
greatly enriched. Atany rate, the manutac- 
turers of artificial fertilizers have adopted the 
idea and purchase large quantities of the 
meal to compound with their product, Cotton 
seed meal is also used extensively as a fertil- 
izer, im its uncompourded state, and, it is 
elaimed, with excellent results. ‘If one-half 
that is claimed for cotton seed meal is true, 
its future as an agricultural product.is a bril- 
liant one. 

Some of the uses to which cotton-seed oil is 
being applied are certainly — not won- 
derful. Inits crude state it is Wow used ex- 
tensively—it is bard to find out how exten- 
sively—us an adulterant for linseed oil, and, 
it isciaimed by painters, with guod results. 
But the ases for the oil retined are far greater 
than in its raw state. After refining it is

The Sough and the Cereal Crops. 
Brooklyn Eagle. 
It isan important fact that this year the southern 
states have devoted a larger acreage to cereal crops 
than ever before, and in many cases the producers 


will be in a position to send their surplus grain to 
the northern marke.s instead of drawing upon the 
latter for supplies, as they did last year. . 

Generally speaking, the state of Texas is abso- 
lutely self-supporting this year. raising enough 
grain for her inhabitants and for feed for Bong sus. 
taining immense herds of cattle within her own 
borders, raising cotton and wool enough to supply 
all her needs and doubtless having a fair amour 
of all necessaries for ex port. 

What is true of Texas is also true in a great meas- 
ure of other states of the south. The early reports 
of the department of agricuiture noted a large in- 
crease in the grain acreage, and the weather has 
been all that couid be desired for the growth and 
ripening or this grain. It is now reported that 
Georgia is sending oats to Baltimore for the first 
time in her history, and this indicates a surplus of 
small grains in other states, 

The railroads of the south bave recently been re 
organized and extended, and thus facilities are 
offered for the transportation of northern products 
which have not been enjoyed in former years. 
Capital is being invested in manufactories of vari- 
ous kinds, mineral and agricultural resources are 
being rapidly developed, and the people of the 
south are encouraged to even greater efforts. 

The great want now appears to be immigration. 
Foreigners who flock to our shores are directed to 
the west and northwest, and apparently shun the 
south. If more attention were paid by southern 
associations to the matterof immigration, the result 
would doubtless be highly beneticial, not only to 
the country, but the individual.

basing themselves in ‘‘a strange and seeming- 
ly blind indifference” by submitting to the 
rule of base ‘‘leaders’ without genuine man- 
hood, and consenting to become political 
vassals, ‘‘a mere machine in the hands ofa 
few designing men’’—‘ring-masters—whose 
headquartersare in Atlanta.” 

Is it to be supposed that the high-hearted 
freemen of Georgia, who respect themselves, 
would silentiy submit to this sort of dennun- 
clation ? 

My point, at prese nt, is this: In the ap- 
pointinent of ex-Governor Brown to the sen- 
ate, Governor Colquitt gave evidence of ca- 
pacity to com} prebend the interests of the 
State and the wis! ies Of the people, and of 
patriotic zeal in their pursuit, and exemplary 
firmness in refusing to be driven from tis 
position by any opposition whatever. That the 
appointment of ex-Governor Brown to tbe 
senate, at the time, and under the circum- 
stances ft was made, was a most 
one, few men could now be found to doubt or 
deny. Perhaps nv other man in the state of 
Georgia could have gone into that amgust 
assembly, and better taken up the representa- 
tion of the state when General Gordon left it, 
with as much satisfaction to the public, as 
much benefit to the people and advantage to 
the democratic party of the south, and the 
union, as Joseph E. Brown. 

What is now manifest to ail men, in the 
light of experience, was apparent to Governor 
Colquitt trom the beginning. He did not 
need the developments of tine to convince 
him that Governor Brown would walk into 
the senate chamber with the dignity and as- 
sert the apthority.of a master, and at a bound 
per saitem—take his place -among the fore- 
most of southern senators, 

Ile could foresee with 
the extreme, malignant radicals would be- 
hold: him there! tow his presence would 
swear more loudly to heaven in fd¥or of the 
“lovalty’’ of the south than ali our southern 
representation in both houses of congress and 
the whole southern press-toge ther. 

As to ‘Joe Brown's” devot#n to demo- 
cratic principles and fidelity to the south, 
and to the democratic party, he had no more 
doubt of it than he had that he would go to 
Washington by railroad’ instead of making 
the journey on foot, and appear in the sen- 
ute with his clothes on, and not with them in 
a*bundleon his head. But Colquittand Joe 
brown can take care of themsetves, and the 
people will take eare of theirenemies. as they 


have icheres done. <An revoir.

Close behind bim came Mr. Wallace 
Putnam Reed, one of the editors of the Post- 
Appeal. It was believed that the boy in the 
galle ry had been placed there by the enemies 
of Colonel Thornton to whistle “Bob White” 4 
as that gentleman entered the hall. He was 
even seen to puc ker his lips, but his courage 
failed him when hesaw the dignity with 
which the colonel bore himself. Colonel 
Thornton walked straight up to the presi- 
dent’s desk amid perfect stillness while Mr. 
Reed lingered behind. Colonel Thornton 
then addressed the crowd as follows:
